W ashington City, April 11.—The crop 
report issued by the commissioner of agri­ 
culture Friday says: The returns of April 
to the department of agriculture indicate a 
reduction of over 10 per cent of last year’s 
area in winter w heat 
The aggregate short­ 
age amounts to 3,000,000 acres. 
A decrease 
is reported in every state except Oregon. It 
is 22 per cent in Kansas and Virginia, 
20 
in 
Mississippi, 
15 
in 
California, 
14 in Alabama, 
12 in Tennessee, Illinois 
and 
Missouri, 
11 in New York and 
North Carolina; 10 in Maryland and Texas; 
8 in New Jersey; 10 in West Virginia. Ken­ 
tucky and Indiana; 77 in Georgia and Ohio; 
0 in Pennsylvania and Delaware; 5 in Mich­ 
igan ; 3 in Arkansas, and 2 in South Caro­ 
lina.

evading the spirit of the civil service law. 
Several charges have been made before the 
commission and various rumors have been 
found afloat to the effect that a vacancy 
here and another there have been filled in 
violation of the rules, but in every instance 
an inquiry has shown that there was no 
foundation for the charge or rumor.” 


A Fine Point for the Attorney General. 
W as hingt on 
C it y , April 11.—The treas 
ury departm ent has requested the attorney 
general to decide an im portant customs 
question. 
The postal act of 1879 permits the 
free entry of printed m atter, other than 
books, imported through the mails. 
Under 
this provision single firms import as much 
as 5,000 pounds of lithograph cards, etc., in 
four-pound 
packages. 
The tariff of 18S3 
placed a duty of 25 per cent ad alorem 
upon printed m atter 
however imported. 
The question is whether the latter regulation 
does not nullify the former and render the 
goods dutiable, although sent by mail.

W innipeg, April 11.—The alarm ing news 
of a massacre at Frog Lake, which reache i 
here in a roundabout way about 
1:3 0 o’clock 
Friday morning, has been confirmed by 
authentic dispatches Friday, much to the 
dismay of many citizens, who have friends 
among the killed. Among the dispatches re­ 
ceived, the 
following 
to 
the 
Hudson 
Bay 
company 
is 
the 
most 
ex­ 
plicit and contains the beet information 
regarding the massacre: Intelligence from 
Clark’s crossing confirms the startling re 
port that a horrible massacre had been com­ 
mitted by the Croe Indians at Frog Lake, a 
village cm the North Saskatchewan, twelve 
miles north of Battle ford and about twenty 
miles from Fort P itt 
The Indians, incited 
hy Big Bear, have been congregating around 
Frog Lake for some time, menanomg the 
people. 
The massacre took place on the 4th 
in st, and fourteen persons were killed. 
Among the dead are: T. T. Quinn, Indian 
agent; John Delaney, farm instructor; Rev. 
Father Leon Adelard Farfard, Rev. Father 
Felix Marie Marchand, two lay brothers, 
Willis Craft, C. Gouin, W. Gilchrist, George 
law , George W. Gowanlock, Mrs. Gowan- 
lock. 
The other names could notf be learned. 
Mrs. Delaney is now a prisoner. 
Mr. Cam­ 
eron, the Hudson Bay agent, is missing, and 
it is feared has been killed. 
H. Quinn, a 
nephew of T. T. Quinn, the agent, escaped, 
arrived at Battleford on the 5th in st, and 
gave the above particulars. 
The Indians are supposed to have com­ 
menced a massacre a t Fort P itt and killed a 
large number, but the news is not confirmed. 
The government warehouse a t (Saddle Lake 
has been raided and burned, and all the In­ 
dians have gone to join fhe rebels. 
A dis­ 
patch from Edmonton says the Indians are 
surrounding that place, and a grave crisis is 
approaching. 
Although nothing definite has been re­ 
ceived from Fort Pitt, the impression is that 
place has fallen and a general massacre has 
taken 
place. 
Dispatches 
received refer 
vaguely to the m atter, and the fact that 
the entire country from Battleford to Ed­ 
monton, all along the North Saskatchewan 
river, is in the hands of marauding Indians on 
tho war-path goes a long way to substantiate 
tho rumors. 
Great anxiety is expressed 
here in consequence of the gravity of the 
position, and the authorities believe the re­ 
ports to be true. 
Tho m ilitary authorities 
are greatly' agitated over the position of af- 
fairagand in a serious quandary as to what 
disposition fc6 make of the troops in order t » 
cope with tho enemy. 
Many are of opinion 
that tho troojs should have been hurried to 
Battleford, which is a central point for the 
Indians. 
Advices 
from 
Prince 
Albart

cate serious condition of affairs there, and 
show that 
the 
people 
are 
thoroughly 
alarmed. 
Kiel’s policy is said to be to fall 
back on Prince Albert and capture it in tho

(ire when Crozier evacuated it, has been 
burned by tho relxri*.” 
One thousand Indians surrounded Battle­ 
ford <*n the 4th inst., and forty of them ap- 
proa*d e l the fort.

uian.s kilted.

B and I. Second cavalry, stationed at Fort

in that country killed a settler’s wife, and 
another Nez Perce Indian war is feared. 
The troops are ¡-ent forward as a precaution­ 
ary measure.

D o Thi s, a n d Y o u W ill Hive L o ng er. 
Taking fo r his subject “The Phy si­ 
o lo gy and Psy cho lo gy o f Best,”Dr. L. S. 
Bailey delivered an interesting and in­ 
structive lecture befo re an audience o l 
wo men, in Chicago . 
“To pro lo ng the perio d o f human 
life,” said the lecturer, “has been the 
dream o f philo so phers in every age. 
The my stics o f early day s fo und Pie 
secret in the elix ir o f life o r the philo s­ 
o pher’s sto ne, and in a mo re enlight­ 
ened time such ex pedients as co nstant 
perspiratio n o r the regulatio n o f diet 
have deen pro claimed the so vereign 
means o f lengthening mo rtal ex istence. 
But these panaceas represent partial 
truths. 
What destro y s health is the 
neglect o f Nature’s laws, and if these 
are vio lated it is idle to search fo r an 
antido te. 
One o f the mo st imperative 
o f the laws o f Nature requires erery 
o rgan o f the bo dy to devo te a stated 
perio d o f the time to rest. 
The arm 
swinging a heavy sledge can deal o nly 
a certain number o f blo ws witho ut 
resting. 
Any attempt to fo rce fro m 
it a greater ano unt o f incessant wo rk 
will be fo llo wed by rigidity . 
The me* 
talic parts o f a lo co mo tive will cry stal- 
ize after a certain perio d o f use and 
th© wheels will break; but plants and 
animals have been endo wed with a 
po wer o f recuperatio n, o f which the 
necessary co nditio n is rest. 
So me flo w­ 
ers will blo o m with ex ceptio nal vigo r 
and lux uriance after a pro tracted win­ 
ter, and the blue water-lilly , o f Egy pt, 
tho ugh its ro o ts are baked to the hard­ 
ness o f brick during the dry perio d, 
wakes fro m its perio d o f to rpo r with 
fresh strength at the to uch o f the ris­ 
ing waters. 
“As with plants, so with the differ­ 
ent o rgans o f the human bo dy . 
Each 
must enjo y its seaso n o f repo se. 
The 
heart, which seems to beat incessantly , 
devo tes six ho urs o ut o f the tw’enty - 
fo ur to recuperative rest. 
During o ne- 
quarter o f the time between two suc­ 
cessive pulsatio ns the heart, in the no r­ 
mal discharge o f its functio ns, is really 
inactive, and any thing which increases 
the speed o f its actio n subtracts just so 
much fro m its recuperative po wer. 
Dr. Kichardso n o nce asked a man who 
was addicted to mo derate drink to feel 
his pulse. 
It was beating seventy -fo ur 
stro kes to the minute. 
Seating the 
man he said: ‘Feel it again.’ 
‘Iho rate 
is o nly seventy no w’,’ said the man w ith 
so me surprise. 
‘Try o nce mo re,’ said 
the do cto r as the subject laid do wn up­ 
o n the so fa. 
The speed was reduced, 
to six ty -fo ur. 
‘If y o u drink a glass o f 
liquo r befo re go ing to bed,’ sard the 
phy sician, ‘the r a t e o f'pulsatio n is no t 
diminished, the heart lo ses its due ro * 
po se, the sy stem is no t refreshed, and 
y o u rise in the mo rning with an aching 
head and a feeling o f ex h iustio n.’ The 
lungs are equally impo rtunate fo r their 
perio d o f repo se, which intervene be­ 
tween the successive breaths. 
^ io lent 
ex ercise so metimes encro uelies o n these 
intervals, and leads in co nsequence to 
disastro us effects. 
Again, the digest­ 
ive apparatus especially requires strict 
regularity o f actio n. 
The vario us mu­ 
cus humo rs w’hich are co nsumed in the 
pro cess o f digestio n are renewred in the 
intervals o f inactivity , and if by co n­ 
stant indulgence o f the palate these 
quiescent intervals aro refused it, the 
result is an impared digestio n, a gen­ 
eral disa* rangement o f the faculties, 
and all the co untless ills that fo llo w in 
the train o f dy spepsia. 
“The nervo us sy stem requires per­ 
haps greater care than any o ther po r­ 
tio n o f the phy sical o rganism. A man’s 
brain, it is estimate 1, co nsists o f 300,- 
000,000 nervo cells, o f which o ver 3,000 
are disintegrated and destro y ed every 
minute. 
Every o ne, therefo re, has a 
new brane o nce in six ty day s. 
But ex ­ 
cessive labo r, o r tho lack o f sleep, pre­ 
vents the rapair o f tho tissues, and tho 
brain gradually wastes away . 
Diversi­ 
ty o f o ccupatio n, by culling upo n dif­ 
ferent po rtio ns o f the mind o r bo dy 
successively affo rds in so mo measure the 
requisite repo se to each. 
But in this 
ago o f o verwo rk there is no safety ex ­ 
cept in that perfect rest which is tho 
o nly natural resto rative to ex hausted 
po wer. 
It lias been no ticed by o bserv­ 
ant phy sicians in their Euro pean trav­ 
els that tho German peo ple, who , a« a 
rule, have no ambitio n and no ho pe to 
rise abo ve their inherited statio n, are 
peculiarly free fro m nervo us diseases; 
but in America, where the struggle fo r 
advancement is sharp and incessant, 
there is no thing that will sto p an Amev- 
can but death, tho perio d o f life is usu­ 
ally sho rtened five, ten, o r twelvo y ears 
by tho effect o f nervo us ex haustio n.

made fro m blistered bars. 
If a chicken bo ne be left in dilute 
muriatic acid several day s it may be 
tied into a kno t, since the acid has dis­ 
so lved the lime, leaving no thing but 
cartilage and co nnective tissue. 
If a 
bo ne be burned it beco mes light.po ro us 
and brittle, the lime alo ne remaining. 


T he pearls o f co mmerce, fo und in 
the mantle o f so mo mo llusks, are simi­ 
lar in structure to the shell; but what 
is the innermo st lay er in the shell is 
placed o n the o utside o f the pearl and 
is much finer and mo re co mpact.

G R A N T 'S G R E A T N E S S . 


Gen. A d a m Ba d ea u's Interesting Ana lysis. 
Gen. Badeau, In his military htetory of 
Grant, Rives the following interesting analy ­ 
sis of Grant's military genius; 
“ When the 
war was over, Grant had fought and beaten 
every im portant rebel in turn—Buckner at 
Donelson, Jieauregard at Fhiloh, Pemberton 
and Johnston at Vicksburg, Bragg at Chatta­ 
nooga, Lee in Virginia, and all of them 
altogether in the la&t y ear of tho rebellion. 
From Belmont, the initial battle ofhiscareer, 
be had never been driven from the field, and 
had never receded a step in any of his cam­ 
paigns, ex cept at Holly Springs, and then the 
rebels were in retreat belore him, and Grunt, 
unable to follow fast enough to overtake 
them, withdrew, only to advance on another 
line. 
“ He went on steadily from tho start, gain­ 
ing in reputation and skill, acq uiring ex peri­ 
ence, developing bis powers, but manifesting 
at the beginning many of the traits which 
were alway s conspicuous in his generalship. 
At Belmont there was the same steadbvup ss 
under difficulties, the same sufficiency of re­ 
source, the same invention in unex pected 
emergencies, 
which 
were 
afterward so 
often display ed; at Donelson, 
the same 
daring 
which 
attacked 
superior 
num­ 
bers, 
and the fortitude undismay ed 
at 
temporary reverse, as well as the q uick 
intuition which 
detected 
the 
intention 
of the enemy from apparently insignificant 
circumstances; and. above all, the percep­ 
tion that the crisis had come when both ar­ 
mies were nearly ex hausted, and whichever 
first attacked would win; and then he de­ 
clared: 
‘The rebels will havo to be very 
q uick to beat me.’ 
At Fhiloh there was the 
same indomitable perseverance and confi­ 
dence which made him say to Buell at the 
darkest moment of the fight, when that com­ 
mander inq uired, ‘What preparations havo 
y ou made for retreating/’ 
*1 haven’t de­ 
spaired of whipping them y et,’ and inspire 1 
the orders to Fherman to advance on the 
morrow before Buell had arrived. 
At Vicks­ 
burg he display ed again the untiring jicrsist 
ency , the willingness to try all schemes until 
the right one was found; then the bold con­ 
ception of running the batteries audscpirut- 
ing ids army from its base, plunging into 
the interior between the hostile forces, con­ 
trary io all the rules of schools and tho urg­ 
ent counsel of his ablest subordinates; and 
finally the celerity , the audacity , tho strat­ 
egical maneuvers, the marches, the counter­ 
marches, 
the 
five success!Ml battles of 
the great cam paign—ex cept Appomattox 
week, the most brilliant episodes of the war. 
At Chattanooga there came tho large respon­ 
sibilities, the wider sphere, tho varied com­ 
binations of the three armies, culminating in 
the elaborate tactical plans andevolutlonsof 
Lookout Mountain and 
Mission Ridge—a 
meet preparation for the still grander duties 
he was to assume and the more comprehen­ 
sive strategy he was to unfold as General-in- 
Chief of the whole. 
“ His entire career was, indeed, up to this 
point a prelude and preface for what was to 
follow. 
Events were educating him for the 
position he was to occupy . 
He learned the 
peculiar characteristics of American war. 
He found out that many of the rules appli­ 
cable in Eurojicau contests w'ould fail him 
here. 
Ho discovered, y ears be ore tlwo Ger­ 
mans, the necessity of open-order lighting; 
his troops Iocame proficient in field iortifi- 
cations; his cavalry was used to the sy stem, 
afterward so successfully employ ed by the 
uhlans, of mounted intantry ; ho limited the 
use of artillery ; I e p rceived thut the day 
for cavalry charges was nearly past. 
He 
also invented tho long campaigns without a 
base which astonished tho enemy and tho 
world. 
But above all, ho understood that he 
was engaged in a people’s war, and that the 
people as well us the airnles ot, the Fouth 
must bo conq uered before the war could end. 
Slaves, supplies, crops, stock, as well as 
arms and aiumunit on every thing that was 
necessary in order to carry on the wur was a 
weapon in the hands of the enemy ; and of 
every weapon the enemy must be deprived. 
“This was a view of the situation which 
G rant’s predecessors in chief command had 
failed to grusp. 
Most of the national Gener­ 
als in every theater prior to him had a t­ 
tempted to carry on their operations as it 
they were fighting on foreign fields. 
They 
sought to outmaneuver armies, to capture 
posts, to win by strategy pure and Himpe. 
But this method was not sufficient in a civil 
war. 
Their passions were too intense, th» * 
stake was too gre,» t, the alternatives wero 
too tremendous. 
It was not victory that 
either side was play ing for, but ex istence. 
If the rebels wen, ihey destroy ed a nation; 
if the Government succeeded it annihilated 
a rebellion. 
It was not enough at this em er­ 
gency to fight as men fight when their object 
is merely to outwit or even outnum ber the 
enemy . 
This enemy did not y ield because he 
was outwitted or outnuml ered. 
It was indis­ 
pensable to annihilate armies and resources, 
to place every rebel force where it had no 
alternative but destruction or submission, 
and every store or supply of arms or muni­ 
tions *>r food or clothes wh**re it could 1«.* 
r< ached by no rebel army . 
“ Grant's greatness consisted in his percep­ 
tion ot this condition ot things, and hi.*» a« lup- 
tution »<f all Ills means to meeting it. 
When 
ho became General-iii Chief lie at once eon- 
eeiveu tills idea, and understood th*- terrible 
nature of the task he most ussuine. lb* made 
all his plans and combinations with this <-nd 
in v iew. Tin- scope ot th» 1-« ’ plans included 
tho entire B» *public. Tho Army of tin* l*« jto- 
mue at tin* east ami Sln rman’s for« «»a at the 
west constitute 1 the two great motive pow­ 
ers; but in Virginia But or on tin* James and 
Figel In tii» - vaib*y were to 
Moade ori 
the Bupidan, while at tho west Banks was to 
meet Fherman, loth marching towar« i M« i- 
biie. 
All were combined and directed with a 
common pur; ose and a cential a.m. 
“These combinations \\«*r<* sometimes In* 
terrupied or thwarted In their <levelopm» *nt. 
Grant and Fherman each met many obstacles 
before « *iiher sat down ill tront of the 
strategical objective 
point of his 
army . 
Butler and 
Figol both 
lat!*-d 
In 
th ;r 
co-op-■•ration :n Virginia, w'dle Hanks fuiled 
to <o-op« * rate at all at Mobile. 
Grant him­ 
self entered upon an encounter as terrible 
as that of C hristian with Apoily on in th« * 
va l« -y of th« * shadow of death. The struggle 
was prolonge i ami bitter, and the national 
commander receive ! as well us iutilc« ed up 
palling loss; but he pers.st« ?d inhtsadvanc* 
amid carnage an i u-sauit- with thut awtul 
oomposuru and oontl kmc« * which to many 
natures is not only inscrutable but absolutely 
repelling, but wh eh, nevertheless, was the 
especial q uality which enabled him to sue- 
< «*«* I. 
He pushed his army through such a 
month of ceaseless and seemingly rosulth'ss 
battle as the world has hardly ever seen; 
dealing, how« *v<*r, as he knew, the blows from 
which hi** antagonist i-ould n v* r r«*c*<iv«*r. Iri 
the Wilderness th« * r«*t * liiori torched its 
death stroke. 
It lingered months att rward, 
and all the skill and strength «<( th« * nation 
and its soldiers were r« q uJr« *d to push the

lished the story of how O runfre entered the* 


army In 186 1, as told by an old classmate, 
who was then mustering officer in Illinois: 
“Grant,” he say s, “turned up one day . 
I 
had not seen him since tho Mex ican war. 
Grant said he was married, and had had very 
bad luck. 
Somehow he couldn’t get along. 
He did uot know why . 
He said just then he 
lived in Galena, and was working in a tan­ 
nery in which he had a small Jnt*?rest. 
‘Why 
don’t y ou go Into the army ?' said I. 
‘Well. I 
have been thinking of that,’ he answered, 
‘but I have no influence, and it seems y ou 
can't got any thing nowaday s without influ­ 
ence.’ 
‘That is very true,’ I said. 
‘Did y ou 
notice they have made Halleck (who was an 
instructor in mathematics when Grant was a 
cadet) a Major General?’ sai« l Grant; ‘and I 
see that red-headed 'Cump Fherman has been 
made Colonel of the now Thirteenth In­ 
fantry ,* he went on to say , and, after a mo­ 
m ent’s meditation, softly muttered, though 
G rant was never a violently profane man: 
‘Hu I leek a Major General and Fhorrnan a 
Colonel ! The Lord look down!’ 
‘Tom,’ c on­ 
tinued Grant, after thinking a minute, ‘can t 
y ou give me something to do here?’ 
‘Yes, I 
can,’ I said; ‘y ou can help me make out 
these m uster rolls right.’ 
Fo it was agreed 
that G rant should come into my office, help 
me in my duties as mustering offieor, and 
receive $li!0 per month for his services. 
Fo it went on until 
1 
had 
mustered 
in eighteen regiments. 
One afternoon Gov. 
Yates sent for me. 
I found him in a state 
of ex citement—poor fellow, 
he was that 
way very often. He had just had a dispatch 
from (Jen Prentiss, at Cairo, that there was 
an immense force of rebels on tho Kentucky 
side within a few hours of Cairo, and he bad 
undoubted information that they wero to be 
crossed over at once, perhaps that very 
night. 
He begged the Governor to send him 
every available rrun at once. This alarming 
news was followed by another telegram irom 
President Lincoln at Washington, telling 
Yates that on no account must the rebels get 
any foothold in Illinois; to prevent any 
crossing if possible, and to co-operate with 
Gen. Prentiss. The Governor had sent for 
me to say that he wanted the troops th« *n In 
camp mustered into tb© United Ftates ser­ 
vice and sent off 
« .airo thut night. 
While 
the Governor wdjs talking, a thought flashed 
into my mind. Why can’t I put Grant into 
one of those new regiments/ 
‘Governor, 
said I, ‘these regiments will probably get 
into a fight within twenty -four hours. 
It is 
rather important that they should bo prop­ 
erly commanded. 
Who are to bo made Col­ 
onels'/’ 
Most of the eomlidates for the field 
officers were in hearing; and the fa. t that 
they would have to go into lattlo within 
twenty -four honrs secrned to repress the r 
military ardor som« ?what. 
‘Now, Governor,’ 
said I, q have in my office an old ilussmate 
an I comrade. 
Ho 
was all through tho 
Mex ican 
war, 
and 
was a good soldior. 
Wliat 
he 
has bren doing since, 1 « lo not 
ex actly know, but he has not b« *en very 
successful in business, and would like to go 
out in one of these n< w regiments, especially 
as they will havo to go into a fight so soon. I 
strongly recommend tho appointment of 
Capt. G rant to command one of these new 
regiments.’ 
The Governor didn’t know what 
to <!«>. 
He had promised nearly nil tlie posi­ 
tions ex cept the last regiment, which would 
be ih** Twenty -first Illinois, and a man named 
Alex ander wanted to be the Colonel, and was 
very strongly I aeked for tho position. 
But 
Alex ander hu<] seen no s« *rvlee, and wus will­ 
ing to take the second place in view of tho 
probable fight. 
Yates insisted, how. v -r, that 
Grant must be recoranien« i« *d for th« * phie« *by 
some on« * in the Ftnt« *. 
'Can’t y ou g« *t some 
on« ! i«> recommend y ou?* sai« l I t.o Grant, 
lb* 
finally said he knew a man named Washburn« * 
a little, who was then member of tongr« *ss 
from tho Galena district, but that as h<» 
(Grant) was a Democrat and Washburn« « a 
Republican, it was doubtful if Washburn« » 
would do it. 
‘However, I will try him,’ sui« i 
Grant, and in* telegraph©« ! to Washburn« ? 
about as follows: ‘Reeomm« *ml me for po-i- 
to u as a thdd officer in new regiments siart- 
ing for Cairo,’ 
In f« >ur hour« Washburne re­ 
plied about 1 iko this: ‘J think Capt. Grant 
might be useful as a H«*l 1 officer in on« » of tho 
new’ regiments leaving Fpringfleld to-night, 
if y ou can consistently appoint him.’ 
Well, 
this fix ed it. 
(« rant was inatlo Colonel of tin* 
Twenty -first Illinois Infantry . 
I loaned IHm 
money enough to send his wif<* some and have 
enough left to purehaso a hors« * and such ar- 
tudes of eq uipment as wern necessary . 
This 
is the way Grant went into th© war.”

This state­ 
ment is made, no t after the usual manner o f 
the business department o f a paper at so 
much per line agate measure, but because a 
repo rter, who called o n Mrs. Leslie at the 
Burnett ho use, kno ws whereo f he speaks and 
speaks as per affidav it 
After the usual in­ 
quiries o f co urtesy and co nv entio nality the 
repo rter asked the lady if she were o nly 
sto pping to rest a day in Cincinnati o r in­ 
tended to remain lo nger. 
“ Well,” she said, “ I am o ne o f the few 
wo men who se health is always go o d, and 
who nev er kno w what it is to hav e a head­ 
ache o r a backache, but two weeks ago 1 
was threatened with pneumo nia, and the 
physician to ld me I had better go away fro m 
New Yo rk fo r a rest. 
I to ld him I did no t 
see ho w I co uld leav e my business. 
Then 
my peo ple in the o ffice came to me and to ld 
me if I did no t o bey my physician they 
might lo se me alto gether.

Mrs. Leslie stopped to answer a qu estion 
asked by her niece, and then resu med the 
conv ersation, natu rally tu rning it u pon her 
own bu siness affairs. 
She allu ded briefly to 
the condition of the bu siness when she first 
took charge of it, and then proceeded to 
speak of the altogether phenomenal su ccess 
w hich had attended her ‘efforts as a pu b­ 
lisher, not, as she might well hav e done, 
taking any credit to herself for her pros­ 
perity , bu t rathar attribu ting it to the u ni­ 
v ersal k indoors manifested toward her by 
the pro ss of the entire cou ntry .

Y o u kno w w hat a 
sev ere struggle 1 had. 
E v ery thing was d is­ 
o rganized, and m y inheritance was a lo ad o f 
debt. 
Y et, wo uld yo u lH» liev e it, in tho first 
year I cleared 9130,0001 
Yo u kno w it w as u 
pheno m enal }’o ar, taat o f 
1SS0. 
J ust after 
I had assumed co ntr >1 the sho o ting o f P resi­ 
dent Garfield o ccurred, 
which deplo rable 
ev *» it, as yo u are aw are, 
o pened up a tre­ 
mendo us field fo r illustrated newspapers. 
To o sho o ting o ccurred S atu rd ay m o rning 
abo ut half-past 9, and tw o o f o ur special 
artists 
were 
im m ediately 
dispat died 
to 
W ashingto n, w ith instructio ns to sko teh as 
lo ng as po ssible, and 
then o ne o f them to 
take the m idnight train fo r No w Yo rk with 
tho co m bined result o f their labo r, w hile the 
o ther rem ained o n tho field. 
Our who ! ■ 
fo rce was called o ut, and we wo rked all d ay 
» Sun lay, Sunday n ight and M o nday, and o n 
the ■ v eiling o f that day 1 h al 
tho su tisfao 
ti >11 o f seiug my 
paper o n tho pro ss. 
I 
w ent ho m e and fell 011 the flo o r, co m pletely 
exhausted.” 
In this co nnectio n Mrs. 
Leslie rem arke t 
that o ften during tho se dark d ays tho paper 
reached a circulatio n o f 1100,000 co pies, and 
-he did no t den}' th at tho co m binatio n o t 
these sad circum stances co ntributed largely 
t > her ultim ately pro sperity. 
A fter a slight puiiso in the co nv ersatio n 
the re] o rter, w ith so m e hesitatio n o f speech, 
rem arked: 
“ Mrs. I^eslio . there has been a go o d deal o f 
sjieculatio n o f lab*, am o ng new spaper men 
especial!}’, co ncerning y o u .” 
“ Indeed,” she respo nded, with an inno cent 
sm ile, “ I do no t see why the}’ sho uld 111 iulge 
in sim u latio n o n ray acco un t.”

A HERO’S DEATH. 


HOW COL. BURNABY MET HIS FATS 
AT ABUKLEA. 


The Sto ry as To ld by Mr. Bnrleigh, the 
War Co rrespo ndent o f a Lo ndo n 
Paper — Thrilling’ Co ntest 
to the Death. 


[Lo ndo n Daily Telegragh.1 
Still do wn upo n us tho dark Arab wav e 
rv lled. 
It had arriv ed within 800 yards, un- 
iiminisbed in v o lume, unbro ken in strength 
—a rush o f spearsmen and swo rdsmen. Their 
rifle fire had ceased. 
Other Arab fo rces 
surro unding us—the mahdl’s tro o ps, plun­ 
dering Bedo uins, and pillaging v illagers 
fro m the riv erside—sto o d eager o n the hill­ 
sides watching the charge upo n the British 
square. 
In wild excitement, their white 
teeth 
glistening 
and 
the 
sheen 
o f 
their brandished weapo ns 
flashing like 
tho usands 
o f 
mirro rs, 
o nward 
they 
came, 
charging 
straight 
into 
o ur 
ranks. 
I was at 
that 
instant inside 
the square, no t far fro m the Gardiner gun, 
when I saw the left flank mo v e so mewhat 
backward. 
Co l. Burnaby himself, 
who se 
ev ery actio n at the time I saw, fro m a dis­ 
tance o f abo ut thirty yards, ro de o ut in 
fro nt o f the ro ar left face, apparently to as­ 
sist two o r three skirmishers running in hard 
pressed. 
All bat o ne man o f them succeeded 
in reaching o ur lines. 
Co L L rnaby went 
fo rward to his assistance, swo rd in hand. 
As the dauntless co lo nel ro de fo rward he 
put himself in the way o f a sheik charging 
do wn o n ho rseback. 
Ere the Arab clo sed 
with him a bullet fro m so me o ne in o ur 
ranks bro ught the sho ik headlo ng to the 
gro und. 
The enemy’s spearsmen were clo se behind, 
and o ne o f them suddenly dashed at Co L 
Burnaby, po inting the lo ng blade o f his 
spear at his 'Tro at 
Checking his ho rse and 
pulling it backward, Burnaby leapt fo rward 
in his saddle and parried the Mo slem’s rapid 
and fero cio us thrusts, but the length o f the 
man’s weapo n—eight feet—put it o ut o f his 
po wer to return with interest the Arab’s 
murdero us intent Once o r twice Co l. Burn­ 
aby just to uched his man, o nly to mako him 
mo re wary and eager. 
The affray was 
the 
wo rk o f seco nds o nly, fo r the sav age herd 
3 
o f swarthy negro es fro m Ko rdo fan and 
straight-haired, tawny-co mplexio ned Arabs 
o f the Bayuda Steppe were fast clo sing in 
upo n o ur squ are. 
CoL Bu rnaby fenced the swarthy Arab as 
if he were play ing in an assau lt of arms, 
and there wai a smile on his featu res as he 
drov e off the man’s awkward points. 
The 
scene was taken in at a glance. 
With that 
lightning instinct which I hav e seen desert 
warriors before now display in battle while 
coming to another’s aid, an Arab, who was 
pu rsu ing a soldier and had passed fiv e paces 
to Bu rnaby ’s right and rear, tu rned with a 
su dden spring, and this second Arab ran his 
spear point into tho colonel’s right shou lder. 
It was bu t a slight wou nd. 
Enou gh, thou gh, 
to cau se Bu rnaby to twist arou u d in his sad­ 
dle and defend himself from this u nex ­ 
pected attack. 
Before the sav age cou ld re- 
jieat his u nlooked-for blow, so near the ranks 
of the squ are was tho scene now being en­ 
acted, a soldier ran ou t and drov e his sword- 
bay onet throu gh the second assailant. 
Brief as was Bu rnaby ’s glance backward 
at this fatnl episode, it was long enou gh to 
enable the first Arab to deliv er his spoar 
point fu ll in the brav e officer’s throat 
The 
blow drov e Bu rnaby ou t of his saddle, bu t 
it requ ired a second one before he wou ld let 
go of his grip of the reins u nd tu mbled u pon 
the grou nd. 
Half a dozen Arabs were now 
abou t him. 
W ith blood gu shing in streams 
from his gashed tliroat the dau ntless gu ards­ 
man leaped to his feet, sword in hand, and 
slashed at the ferociou s grou p. 
They wer 
the w ild strokes of a prou d, brav e man dy ­ 
ing hu rd, and ho was qu ickly ov erborne and- 
left helpless and dy ing.

M IL L I A R D S . 
The origin of the game of b illiards is 
shrouded in mystery, though enthusi­ 
asts try to b elieve that it was one of 
the devices adopted b y Cleopatra and 
her admirers for killing time, and that 
it was one of the pastimes of the Greeks 
several centuries b efore the Christian 
ear. 
But, however ancient the game 
may b e, as played to-day it is certainly 
modern, and many of the appliances 
used in it are of recent invention. 
The 
tab les, b alls, and cues used even in the 
last century would b e laughed at to-day 
as relics of b arb arism b y lovers of “the 
gentleman’s game.” 
The tab les used 
at that comparatively late day were of 
various shapes and sizes; some were 
round, others oval, while still others 
were nearly square. 
The ob long tab le 
did not come into general use until the 
present century, and many lovers of 
the game will b e surprised to know' 
that the b illiard tab le of the present 
day b elongs almost entirely to this age. 
Washington is said to have b een fond 
of a game of b illiards. 
In the time of 
Washington a b illiard tab le b ore a 
striking resemb lance to a square tab le 
with a raised edge. 
It was entirely of 
wood with cushions of doth. 
The cues 
were of wood throughout. 
Some were 
shaped liko those now in use, while 
others were called maces. 
It was ouly 
in 1854 that rub b er cushions were in­ 
vented. 
To Michael Phelan the world 
is indeb ted for this innovation. 
This 
cushion has b een, from time to time, im­ 
proved. 
To-day the American b illiard 
tab le is considered perfection in its 
way, and the game of b illiards has risen 
from an agreeab le pastime to the dig­ 
nity of a “science.”

Hereto­ 
fore the Treasurer has made his statements 
in a form that could be understood by 
any school boy ; but now the report is to 
come out with all the new-fangled rigma­ 
roles of fancy book-keeping, with back 
action-self adjusting reversible double 
entra calm-movement attachments, which 
are quite bewildering to the uninitiated, 
but as easy as falling off a log to the ex­ 
pert conductor of the money affairs of the 
nation. 
Th e Te l e g r a p h would suggest, 


however, that the difference between the 
statements now.made and the former sim­ 
ple reports of the secretary of the United 
States Treasury can be easily understood. 
Heretofore you were compelled to look 
over the Treasurer's report in order to 
know just how much money there was, at 
a given time, on hand; but now all you 
have to do is to ask some one who under­ 
stands the intricate modus operandi of 
fixing up the books; if you can find such 
a genius. 
Th e Te le g r a p h , 
however, 


gives Secretary Manning credit for dis­ 
creteness in using both the new and the 
old form in making up his statement for 
the past month. 
True the old statement 


shows a decrease in the debt for March of 
$48 3,7 47 , and the new one shows an 
increase of $89,350; but that’s nothing. 
“ Both the reports should show the same 
amount on hand; come out the same; 
you think, perhaps, gentle readers? But 
that, you see, is not expert book-keeping!
